In a penetrating article i 
“Conservative Judaism” maga 
zine called, ‘““The Rabbinate — A 
Restless Body of Men,” Green- 
Greenberg gives an insight inio 
the unsettling conditions in the 
American rabbinate. 

BOTH THE rabbi and the con- 
gregation ought to share the 
blame, Greenberg states. 

The congregation must should- 
er much of the blame after view 
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ing the growing gap between 
members and their rabbi in faith, 
observance, and attitudes toward 
Judaism. Greenberg particularly 
notes the amblivalence of the 
American Jew about his Judaism. 
This spills over into his relation- 
ship with his rabbi. 

No wonder, the “Conservative 
Judaism” article points out in 
cutting irony, they joke about 
the rabbinate being no business 
for a Jewish boy. 


THE RABBI is at fault when, 
as Greenberg notes, he is “eon 
flicted, ambivalent, angry or dis 
appointed about being a rabbi. If

NEW YORK (P-O- — The Rah 
pinical Council of America ¢Or- 
thodox) voted overwhelmingly te 
hold its mid-winter convention 
at a hotel that allegedly violated 
kosher laws.

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New Israeli Laws May Discourage American Immigrants 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA — The majority of 
Americans who go to Israel to 
take up permanent residence 
there retain their American cit: 


zenship. They may come in the 
category of immigrants, with 
every intention 


of remaining in 
the country and 
striking roots 
there. They 
may sever ail 
other ties with 
the U.S. — but 
they hold on to 
their citizen- 
ship and the 
green passport. 





Alpert 
The reasons may seem obvi- 
ous, but they deserve review. 


First of all 


is the basic emo- 





tional attachment to the country 
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in which they were born. These 
Americans are not refugees. They 
have not fled from any tyranny 
or despotism. They have a high 
regard and opinion of American 
democracy and the American way 
of life, though they may have 
chosen, for other reasons, not 
necessarily negative to America, 
to make their homes in Israel 
American citizenship is a birth 
right not lightly to be discarded. 


THERE IS a practical reason 
for retaining U. S. citizenship as 
well. Should the individual wish 
te return to the U. S. for a visit. 
he has no need to apply for an 
entry visa into America. He re- 
turns without any red tape or 
difficulty, as a right. Should he 
wish to visit countries in Europe, 
he may do so with his American 
passport without the need for 





entry visas t2 most countries of 
the Western world. 


A native born American mas 
go abroad — and live overseas 
for the rest of his life — without 
forfeiting his American citizen- 
ship, so long as he does not vote 
ir a foreign election, serve in 2 
foreign army, or take an oath of 
allegiance to a foreign country. 
In Paris there are thousands of 
American citizens who have not 
been back to the United States 
for years. 

The situation is somewhat dif- 
ferent for a naturalized Amer. 
can citizen. Under the law he 
may remain abroad for only five 
years, and therefore must re- 
sume his residence in the U. §S 
If he returns to America and re- 
sides there for one year he is 
considered to have complied with

abroad again. There are certain 
other restrictions if he returns t» 
the country of his birth, but these 
do not apply to most Americans 
going to Israel. 

THERE IS one important ex- 
ception which is of interest to 
elderly American Jews who may 
go to Israel to retire. An Ameri- 
can who has lived in the US. tor 
at least 25 years after being 
naturalized, who goes abroad to 
take up residence after reaching 
the age of 60 is not required to 
return after five years to re- 
new his citizenship. He retains 
it permanently. 

Under Isarel’s Law of Return, 
every Jew who comes to settle 
in Israel becomes a citizen of the 
country automaticallly upon his 
arrival there. This is no problein 
for most immigrants who in any 
event wish to give up the citizen- 
G sip of the lands which thev 
have abandoned. It is no problem 
for immigrants from such coun 
tries as England, for example, 
because Great Britain permits 
dual nationality. One can be a 
citizen of Israel, and still carry 
a British passport, without com- 
plications. 

Not so the American, however. 
If he wishes to avoid the automa- 
tic conferral of Israeli citizenship 
he must be sure to sign a waive: 
of such citizenship, either at the 


Israel consulate in America, 060i 
immediately upon his arrival in 
Israel. This process igs commonly 


known as “opting out.” 

AS STATED at the outset, the 
great majority of Americans in 
Israel prefer to retain their Amer- 
ican citizenship. This means that 
they do not serve in the army, 
and do not vote in local elections. 
It is easy to understand why sucn 
abstention must appear to many 
Israelis as a sign of qualified 
integration, It also explains why 
such Americans, though they 
may taken an active role in the 
cultural and economic life of 





the country, can not become 
equally active in political affairs 

Yet 1s should be noted that the 
children of such American sect. 
tlers, even when born in the 
United States, grow up here as 
Israelis, and at the age of 18 en. 
ter the Israel army, thus automa. 
tically giving up their American 
citizenship. 

Of late the Israel government 
has taken certain steps whici 
seriously affect American cii'- 
zens here. The new Civil Service 
Law will require that every em- 
ployee of the government must 
taken an oath of allegiance, 
American citizens now in govern. 
ment employ here, who wish to 
remain citizens, will have to give 
up their employment, and it ap. 
pears that many will return to 
the United. States, unless provi- 
sion is made to engage their serv- 
ices on a contractual basis out- 
side the “loyalty oath” require. 
ments. 

A law is also being considered 
to limit the practice of law here 
enly to citizens of Israel. This 
will have an adverse effect on 
other Americans. These steps, it 
should be added, are vigorously 
opposed by those interested in 
encouraging more immigration 


from the United States. It is 
feared that the new laws will 
ciscourage many from coming 


to Israel.

Anymore Survey States 


BALTIMORE (P-O) — Despite 
widely held misconceptions, a sur; 
vey conducted by the Baltimore 
Council of Orihodex Jewish Con 
gregationg shows kosher meat 
does not cost anymore than non 
kosher — at least in Baltimore 
The survey results stated that 
the housewife gets as much foi 
her kosher meat dollar in terms 
of quality of meat and quantity 
of service as fo rany other food 
Collar she spends. 

In rib-steaks.and rib roasts, 
which come from the same cut, 
most kosher meats were quoted 
from full trimmed weights while 
non-kosher eguivalents were 
priced from untrimmed weights.

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TWO CONVERSION STORIES 


Two conversion stories made the front pages this past 
week. 

One was the reaffirmation by a group of Lutheran 
churches that Christian precepts made conversion of the 
Jews to Christianity a matter of conscience and commit- 
roent. The other was the conversion of Robert Briscoe’s 
daughter to Catholicism. She will become a nun. 

IN THE CASE of the Lutheran churches, an alert New 
York Times reporter brought this to the attention of the 
Jewish world. He failed to note that the sum appropriated 
for the purpose was less than $100,000. 

In the case of Robert Briscoe, his answer was refresh- 
ing, even though at first blush shocking. 

ACCORDING TO Seven Arts Feature Service, the 
Jewish news agency which is part of the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency apparatus, Mr. Briscoe deplored the press 
publicity on a matter of so private a nature. He said it 
was better to have convictions and faith than not to have 
any belief at all and that his young daughter was “radiat- 
ing happiness” over her action. At the same time, WNS 
continues, the former mayor declared that he had always 
“practiced and preached the right of private conscience 
and the absolute liberty of the individual” and that, “as 
a practicing Jew” he had “always been accorded these 
principles by the people of Ireland.” 

Our one point here is that Mr. Briscoe, while deserv- 
ing applause for his courage in this kind of reply, seems 
also to be “radiating happiness” and we doubt that his 
mention of the principles of freedom of religion accorded 
him in lreland and Judaism’s belief in the free choice of 
the individual has any application here at all. 


WORSE THAN EVER 


President Eisenhower may feel that he has satisfied 
his critics by his explanation that remarks made at his 
previous press conference about U.S. Jews were not actually 
addressed to Ambassador Eban but to the late Mr. Dulles 
for relaying to Mr. Eban. 

MR. EISENHOWER does not take the opportunity af- 
forded by this correction to enter into the substance of 
what he expressed then to Dulles and evidently what he 
still believes today. 

This then leaves the situation worse than it was, for 
it confirms that Mr. Eisenhower’s report to the press corps 
was not an extemporaneous recollection of a talk, but a 
considered view. , 

Now that Mr. Eisenhower has had time to reflect on 
he said, he still sees nothing wrong. 

Our objection to Mr. Eisenhower’s statements to Eban 

is that he addressed them to Eban (through Dulles). 

If MR. EISENHOWER has any criticism of U.S. Jewry, 
then the criticism might be made to Jacob Blaustein or 
Philip Klutznick or Israel Goldstein or any number of 
other American Jewish leaders. 

The fact that they were addressed to Eban shows 
clearly, as we said here last week, that Mr. Eisenhower has 
succumbed to the dual loyalty accusation. And this is se- 
rious. 

We wonder if Mr. Eisenhower would have carried to 
the Pope any criticism he had of American Catholics? Of 
course not. The uproar would have went all the way to 
the moon. 

We think an explanation is due.

The more complete explanation by singer Sammy 
Davis in Ebony Magazine as to why he became a Jew is 
satisfying to any Jew. Judaism, Sammy is trying to say,

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would appreciate 
your help in explaining the origin and 
meaning of my family name. The name Ku- 
move is a shortened form of Lekumovitch, 
My father comes from Mozir, White Russia, 
or what is sometimes called Greater Lithu- 
ania.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would like to 
know what my last name means. Our 
ancestors came from Austria-Hungary. — 
STEVE TALLAS, Massillon, Ohio. 
TALAS is derived from the Tallit, the 
fringed prayer shawl which is worn 
by male worshippers during services. Your 
ancestors who first took this name in 1789 
were engaged in the manufacture or sale 
of Talesim and selected this name to com- 
memorate their calling. I regret that you 
were unable to mention the city or pro- 
vince of your family’s origin. If I were 
called upon to guess I should say that the 
city was Kolomea in East Gailcia, a town 
famous for its Tallit manufacturers. Tallas 
is also a family name borne by non-Jews. 
In that case the name is a metronymic de- 
rived from a matriarch named Talla, short- 
ened from Natalia.

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Rabbis Have Played Leabing Role 
In History of Zionist Movement

The contents of “the article by 
Seymour B. Liebman in your is- 
sue of Jan. 29, is quite unreason 
able in view of the fact that his 
attack on the United Synagogue 
js based on generalities. It is 
quite true that the United Syna 
gogue, at its recent convention, 
decided to postpone the proposcal 
to join the World Zionist Organ- 
jzation until its convention~ in 
4961; but with instructions to its 
regions all over the country to 
debate this very important issue 
and bring back their recommen- 
dations to the next convention. 
To put this issue in its proper 
perspective, I want to quote from 
the address of Dr. Simon Green- 
berg, Vice Chancellor of the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary of 
America, who was the spokesman 
for the oponents of this plan 
though there were many who 
favored the plan, and who made 
this statement: 

“In our concern for the wel- 
fare of the State of Israel, we 
must, however, continue to be 
ever aware of the basic truth 
that the fellowship of the Syna- 
gogue and not the State of Ierae} 
confers Jewish status upon us, 
and that the Synagogue is in no 
way to be made subordinate to 
the State. In the long and diffi- 
cult era precediny the rise of 
the State of Israel, when no one 
ever questioned our allegiance to 
the Zionist Movement, it never 
occured to anyone to suggest 
that the United Synagogue as 
an organization should seek af 
filiation with the WZO. The at- 
tempts that were made in some 


congregations to make member- 
ship in the Synagogue conditional 
upon membership in the WZO, 
proved abortive, for the simple 
reason that Synagogue member- 
ship cannot be conditioned upon 
and subordinated to membership 
in any group, without doing viov- 
lence to Jewish status and caus- 
ing irreparable harm to the fu 
ture of Jews and Judaism. 

“Hence, the United Synagogue 
of America cannot as an organi- 
zation join any other organiza- 
tion whose concept of Jewish sta- 
tus or principle of organization 
relegates the synagogue to a sec 
endary role, or even to the role 
of one among equals. At no time 
should the synagogue, as such. 
become but another member of a 
group whose chief concern is 
not the Synagogue.” 

His attack on the Americar 
rabbi in very intemperate lan- 
guage is an insult not Onuy to 
the rabbis but to the intelligence 
of the laymen who attend reii- 
gious services, 

I happen to know that in most 
cases the attendance at services 
are participants and if Mr. Lei- 
man will visit one or two of the 
larger congregations in his own 
area, he will certainly find that 
the participation is spontaneous 
and with great warmth and does 
not depend on the ‘“‘mesmeriza 
tion” of the rabbi.

How will the 
living fulfill this obligation if 
they are not permitted to com- 
plete an experience with the liv- 
ing person by examining the body 
after death? Rabbinic pilpul does 
not require exact and objective 
verification; the dose of digitalis 
demands it. 

Neither can I understand the 
Meaning of the phrase “if it 
would immediately save a life, 
Jewish law permitted autopsy.” 
Suppose an autopsy saves a life 
five minutes later, or ten years 
later — is that forbidden? And 
who can say whether or not in 
some part of the world, some life 
will not be saved immediately 
by the results of an autopsy? 

What is meant by the “Jew- 
ish moral outlook” as regards 


autopsy? Is it more moral] for a 
krabbi to mount the pulpit and de- 
liver a sanctimonious ‘address 
over a corpse whom he did not 
know during life, then for a 
physician who cared for his pa- 
tient during life to crystallize his 
understanding of the problem by 
examination after death? What 
is more vulgar — a scientific 
autopsy, or the modern Jewish 
funeral and fruit baskets? 

Thfs 1s my midrash on autop 
sies: when the cure of a disease 
is found the news is immediately 
wafted to Heaven. There a heav- 
enly choir sings shoshannahs 
which delight the Almighty, foi 
more of his children are spared 
suffering. The celestial choir is 
made up of the souls of those 
whose bodies, by autopsy, contri- 
buted to the discovery. The souis 
of the others sulk in the corner 
and suck their thumbs.
